Dealer jailed 
for four years 


A BRIDGEND 
drug dealer has 
been jailed for four 
years after officers 
found thousands 
of pounds worth of 
drugs in his house. 

Christopher Lloyd, 
aged 31, pleaded guilty 
to possession with intent 
to supply a class A drug 
- heroin, possession 
with intent to supply a 
class B drug - cannabis 
and using/possessing/ 
acquiring criminal 
property. 

He was sentenced to 
four years imprisonment 
at Cardiff Crown Court 
on Wednesday, June 5. 

The court heard that 
officers were out on 



patrol in the Cefii Glas 
area of Bridgend in the 
evening of January 23, 
2019, when they came 
across the defendant 
acting suspiciously. He 


was stopped by officers 
and smelled strongly of 
cannabis. 

On searching him, 
they found two pots in 
his trouser pockets which 
contained cannabis. 

A search of Lloyd’s 
property found two 
wraps of heroin totalling 
6.75 grammes and a 
total of 409 grammes of 
cannabis. 

The amount of canna¬ 
bis found was estimated 
to have a potential street 
value of £4,090. 

They also found 
multiple bundles of cash 
in the property which 
totalled up to £7,358.

Speaking after the 
meeting, Cllr Baldwin 
said: “Contrary to what 
people think about it 
being political, the 
decision has now been 
taken in line, correctly, 
with standing orders 
and therefore can not be 
contested.

“This has never been 
done before as far as I am 
aware.” 

He added: “Secret 
ballots are not good 
for democracy because 
everybody should know 
how their elected mem¬ 
ber votes.” 

Cllr Baldwin said 
when he was elected to 
be town council mayor 
a couple of years ago 
through a secret ballot, 
the voting method was 
still included in standing 
orders - they were only 
excluded in the new 
standing orders adopted 
in May 2018. 

He dismissed accu¬ 
sations of nepotism 
that have been made on 
social media - his second 
cousin, Cllr Morelli, was 
the deputy mayor, and he 
nominated her for mayor. 

He pointed out the 
number of married 


couples that have been 
part of the town council 
both now and in the past, 
adding: “The nepotism 
charge is a complete and 
utter sideshow. 

“I don’t know how it 
can be nepotism consid¬ 
ering the electorate dic¬ 
tates who gets elected.” 

Due to the annulment 
of the mayor appoint¬ 
ment at the May meeting, 
all of the decisions taken 
at that meeting had to be 
taken again on Tuesday. 

However, councillors 
refused to ratify the min¬ 
utes for part of a finance 
committee meeting that 
had taken place before 
the new mayor and dep¬ 
uty mayor were stripped 
of their appointments. 

It involved approving 
the travel and hotel costs 
for both the mayor and his 
consort, and the deputy 
mayor and his consort, 
to visit the French town 
of Villenave d’Omon as 
part of the town twinning 
25th anniversary celebra¬ 
tions in September. 

It means the finance 
committee will have to 
meet again to discuss 
who should attend the 
event from the town 
council.

New Welsh-medium 
provision for local 
children with autism 


BRIDGEND County Borough 
Council (BCBC) is expanding 
its support for children who 
have a diagnosis of autistic 
spectrum disorder (ASD). 

A specialist learning facility will 
be established later this year at the 
Welsh-medium primary school, Ysgol 
Gynradd Gymraeg Calon y Cymoedd, 
in Bettws. 

The new provision will enable 
Welsh-speaking children who have 
a diagnosis of ASD to remain at a 
Welsh-medium primary school before 
moving on to their local Welsh- 
medium secondary school at Ysgol 
Gyfun Gymraeg Llangynwyd, where 
specialist facilities were created last 
year. 

English-medium provision is 
already available at Pencoed Primary 
School and Maesteg School. 

The new learning resource centre 
at Ysgol Gynradd Gymraeg Calon 
y Cymoedd could open as soon as 
September 2019, and will cater for a 
maximum of eight pupils. 

Cllr Charles Smith, the council’s 
cabinet member for education and 
regeneration, said: “I’m very pleased 
that we can now confirm the plans 
for Ysgol Gynradd Gymraeg Calon y 
Cymoedd following the completion 
of a formal consultation process and 
the subsequent publication of a public 


notice. No objections were received 
and there has been widespread support 
for the idea. 

“Having set up a Welsh-medium 
learning resource centre at Ysgol 
Gyfun Gymraeg Llangynwyd, the next 
logical step is to create similar spe¬ 
cialist provision at one of the Welsh- 
medium partner primary schools. Due 
to its central location in the county 
borough, the new Ysgol Gynradd 
Gymraeg Calon y Cymoedd is ideally 
placed for this. 

“The new learning resource cen¬ 
tre will be an integrated part of the 
mainstream school, providing an envi¬ 
ronment in which pupils can develop 
and thrive within their peer group and 
have normal access to the mainstream 
curriculum when appropriate.” 

BCBC cabinet members have also 
agreed to cease the nurture provision 
which had been provided at Betws 
Primary School. The four pupils 
who have been attending the nurture 
provision will either reintegrate back 
into their mainstream schools so that 
they can be taught as close to home 
as possible, or move to The Bridge 
Alternative Provision at the Bryncethin 
Campus. 

In future, pupils requiring this 
additional support will be referred for 
placement at The Bridge Alternative 
Provision.

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Old power station site could be converted to 
burn waste - but don’t call it an incinerator! 


PLANS for a biomass plant on the site 
of the old Llynfi Power Station have 
been resurrected - but rather than using 
clean woodchip, the company behind the 
renewed project wants to use waste. 

The biomass plant near Llangwynyd, Maesteg, 
received planning permission from Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) in 2011. 

However, it was never built due to government 
biomass subsidies ending and the project no longer 
being financially viable, according to the director of 
the firm which now wants to acquire the site from 
Morgan Credit Energy Wales to build “a modem 
energy from waste facility”. 

Davendar Meseck, director of DMG Ecological 
Energy, said future plans for the site involve vertical 
farms - where crops are grown commercially in 
multiple layers or levels - and a visitor centre. 

Residents in Shwt who live a few hundred yards 
from the site say it has yet to be cleaned up following 
a large fire in 2016 when a huge pile of woodchip 
burned for almost two weeks. 

Recalling the “awful toxic fumes” which caused 


them to choke while the fire burned, they now fear 
what the change in fuel will mean for the area, 
referring to the new project as a waste incinerator. 

Elaine Groves said she only found out about the 
new plans after a local councillor visited. 

She said: “There has been no public notice on the 
change in plans, only a site notice. 

“What environmental impact will this have, and 
what effect on people’s health?” 

Another local resident, Michael Horrigan raised 
concerns over the increased traffic on the A4063 
Bridgend to Maesteg road. 

He said: “BCBC has just given permission for 
450 houses to be built in Tondu - this traffic plus 
the lorries delivering to the site are going to come 
on this road. 

“It’s unbelievable, we have had so many bad 
accidents on the road already.” 

Pla nn ers at BCBC have said the proposal does 
not require an environmental impact assessment, 
saying it is not likely to have significant effects on 
the environment. 

Speaking to the Local Democracy Reporting 
Service, Mr Meseck said: “The planning permission

BRIDGEND County 
Borough Council (BCBC) 
is looking at webcasting all 
its council meetings in a 
move to increase engage¬ 
ment among residents. 

Currently around 12 meetings 
throughout the year are webcast, 
due to a year-long contract with an 
external company which provides 
30 hours of council, cabinet and 
committee meetings. 

BCBC’s chief executive Mark 
Shephard said it was “a council 
ambition” to webcast every meet¬ 
ing but warned it would cost more. 


Speaking at a BCBC meeting 
on communications and engage¬ 
ment, Mr Shephard said: “There 
are a few things we need to look 
at before. 

“We can only webcast from 
this chamber and I think from a 
scrutiny perspective it’s not nec¬ 
essarily great. 

“I think it’s better around a table 
as it encourages greater debate and 
conversation. 

“The other thing where we 
would need to be careful is that 
we are not digitally excluding 
people.” 

He added: “Historically, in 


a number of cases, the viewing 
figures aren’t great, although there 
are some exceptions. 

“But it is an ambition to get 
to a point where all meetings are 
webcast.” 

Cllr Jon-Paul Blundell pointed 
out that being able to watch 
meetings online would provide an 
opportunity for more engagement 
with the chance to post links on 
social media. 

The overview and scrutiny 
committee meeting took place on 
Monday, June 2.

is already in place - we are not asking for any 
changes other than a change of fuel. 

“It’s not an incinerator, it’s using a thermal 
combustion process. 

“The process is monitored 24 hours a day by 
Natural Resources Wales for emissions - we are 
planning to get as close to zero emissions as 
possible.” 

He said using wood in the process was now 
regarded as being harmful to the environment due to 
the need for importing it. 

He said: “The request to change to refuse derived 
fuel (RDF) is to enable us to keep out material which 
would otherwise go into landfill, and use that to 
provide the heat to generate the steam for a turbine 
to produce 25MW of electricity for export into the 
grid network.” 

RDF is a fuel produced from various types of 
waste such as municipal solid waste (black bag 
rubbish), industrial waste or commercial waste. 

The planning application states it would be deliv¬ 
ered in wrapped bales which would reduce the fire 
risk. 

Due to the original planning permission being in 
place, the application currently lodged with BCBC 
only involves a change of one of the planning 
conditions relating to the change of fuel. 

However, Mr Meseck said there are more plans 
for the site. 

He said: “We are working with our partners, the 
Clever Green Portal Company, to capture the carbon 
dioxide that would have been released out of the 
combustion process and put that into vertical farms 
on the Llynfi site. 

“Vertical farming is a concept in Asia and parts 
of the UK which is exactly the same as growing 
tomatoes in a green house but where you’re growing 
them in large domes instead. 

“We are going to start speaking to Cardiff 
University and Swansea University to see if they 
want to put a campus there so they can watch how 
things work. 

“We want to get people involved and have a 
visitor centre on site.” 


With regards to the concerns voiced by local res¬ 
idents over increased traffic, he said: “The planning 
permission was for 52 vehicle movements a day. 
The only thing we are being asked to do is to put a 
roundabout in to enable speed reduction on that road. 

“People need to understand the planning per¬ 
mission has been granted, we are just asking for a 
change of fuel type.” 

He added that an 85m chimney stack that was 
granted in the original planning permission would 
now be 30m due to the change in fuel. 

Ward councillor Martyn Jones said he had been 
trying to organise a public meeting on the plans but 
had experienced “difficulty”. 

He said: “If the developer and planning officers 
are minded to create a waste disposal unit in close 
proximity to communities then the least they can do 
is meet with the community and explain their plans, 
especially when this site has a history of multiple 
planning applications and of a fire that took nearly 
two weeks to extinguish.” 

Mr Meseck said he had recently met a local 
Assembly Member and MP, adding: “I’m quite 
happy to have a conversation with any resident or 
have a meeting with people but it cannot be classed 
as a public consultation as it’s not a requirement for 
the condition we are asking to be relaxed. 

“Ultimately, my business has invested time and 
money in this for 12 months. 

“If there is resistance we will just walk away from 
this, we have other projects. 

“We believe the Llynfi site is a great opportunity 
- it needs to have something done with it, it’s an 
eyesore currently.” 

The application requesting a change in fuel type is 
P/19/275/RLX while the original application granted 
permission is P/11/21/FUL.

Rate of children being 
taken into care is slowing 
in Bridgend county 


BRIDGEND County Borough 
Council (BCBC) has set its 
own target to reduce the num¬ 
ber of children in care over the 
next three years as part of a 
national focus on looked-after 
children. 

As a result of the First Minister’s 
manifesto commitment to support 
looked-after children, the Welsh 
Government has been working with 
each local authority to set targets on 
reducing the need for children to enter 
care. 

Figures from March 2018 show 
there were just over 6,400 looked-after 
children in Wales - an eight per cent 
increase on the previous year. 

Over the past 15 years, the number 
of looked-after children has increased 
by 34 per cent. 

Sue Cooper, director of social ser¬ 
vices at BCBC, told councillors at a 
recent meeting the number of children 
in care in Bridgend county borough 
had slowly been coming down, in 
contrast to other local authorities in 
Wales. 

She said the council wanted to avoid 
setting an annual target but hoped to 
have 10 fewer children in care in three 
years’ time. 

As of March 2019, there were 381 
children in care, down from 412 five 
years ago. 

Ms Cooper said: “Welsh 
Government has been very clear they 
want to work in partnership with 
councils. 


“I was a little bit concerned they 
might impose targets on us which 
would have been very problematic, 
not only for us but for every local 
authority in Wales. We are committed 
as corporate parents to make sure that 
children are kept safe.” 

However, she told councillors the 
approach undertaken involves the 
government and councils working 
together to produce “realistic and 
bespoke reduction expectation plans” 
which focus on “safely reducing the 
numbers of children in care while 
continuing to improve outcomes for 
those already in or leaving care”. 

She said: “We have indicated what 
we feel would be a fairly sensible 
reduction for us in Bridgend. 

“We are not being pushed. We are 
being cautious, we are trying to take 
a sensible evidence-based approach. 

“The numbers in Bridgend are cur¬ 
rently stable. We also have quite low 
numbers out of county and very low 
numbers out of Wales.” 

Council leader Huw David said the 
reduction of a third in the average 
numbers of children becoming looked 
after was “a remarkable turnaround” 
and “a big achievement”. 

The average number of children 
becoming looked after in 2018-19 was 
7.7 compared to 12.2 in 2013-14. 

BCBC’s corporate parenting com¬ 
mittee met on Wednesday, May 29.

Council ‘blamed 
for everything’ 
says councillor 


A COUNTY councillor in 
Bridgend wants the local 
authority to record the real 
reasons behind public dissatis¬ 
faction against it, and said the 
council is “not responsible for 
everything that goes wrong”. 

Cllr Martyn Jones, who represents 
Labour and is the Bettws ward coun¬ 
cillor, said it was important to capture 
data around dissatisfaction so it could 
be used when monitoring contracts for 
companies or when working with the 
police to improve services. 

Speaking at a recent Bridgend 
County Borough Council (BCBC) 
scrutiny committee meeting on com¬ 
munication and engagement, he said: 
“I get a little bit annoyed when people 
out there assume this council is respon¬ 
sible for everything that goes wrong. 

“From litter bins not being col¬ 
lected by a contractor, vehicles causing 
obstruction on the highway, to antiso¬ 
cial behaviour - it’s always BCBC. 
People don’t get that sometimes ser¬ 
vices have been procured out - they 
just see the lorry has BCBC branding 
on it. 

“We are not responsible for all the 
ills that are out there; we are part of 
the problem, but we don’t have sole 
responsibility for the problem. I think 


that those who do have responsibility 
are probably getting away with it.” 

He said the public were sometimes 
being wrongly advised to call the 
council. 

He said: “I have personal experi¬ 
ences of dealing with major contrac¬ 
tors in this authority who are very 
keen to signpost complainants who 
are dissatisfied with the service to this 
authority. 

“During the contract monitoring 
process, we need to sit down with 
them and say: ‘We have received a 
number of dissatisfied customers last 
month - is there a thematic problem in 
these areas, do you have problems with 
members of your team in these areas?’ 

“We need to look at the trends in 
what police and community support 
officers are advising the public to do. 
If there is a trend in relation to vehicle 
issues, we need to go to the police and 
crime commissioner and say ‘Let’s 
work together on this’ because the peo¬ 
ple who are losing out are the public. 

“They’re becoming disoriented, 
disinterested and, I’m afraid, they’re 
taking up their discontent with mem¬ 
bers of staff in this authority.” 

The scrutiny meeting took place on 
June 3.

New skateboard 
and BMX park 
ramps up Pencoed 


AN underused former tennis 
court has undergone a trans¬ 
formation to become a pop¬ 
ular new £59,000 skateboard 
and BMX park. 

Located at Felindre Road in 
Pencoed, the design for the new 
skate park features a mix of ramps 
and ‘street elements’ which create an 
environment suitable for people of all 
ages and abilities. 

The original site was converted 
after it was found to be underused 
and unpopular among local young 
people in the area. 

Having already established a mul¬ 
ti-use games area at Felindre Road, 
Pencoed Town Council expressed 
interest in taking on the site via a 
Community Asset Transfer in January 
2017. 

To support their plans, they 
successfully secured a £20,000 
grant from the Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) ‘Town and 
Community Council Fund’ which 
helped meet the overall £59,000 cost 
of the park. 

Cllr Richard Young, BCBC cabinet 


member for communities, said: “It’s 
fantastic to see the new skate park 
open in plenty of time for local 
skateboarders, BMX enthusiasts 
and scooter riders to enjoy over the 
summer months. 

“The previous site was under-used 
and in a poor state, and ripe for rein¬ 
vention. Pencoed Town Council has 
shown real enthusiasm for creating 
more facilities in Pencoed that will 
be welcomed by young people in 
the area, and I applaud the creative 
way in which they are achieving 
this through the Community Asset 
Transfer process.” 

Pencoed Town Council has con¬ 
firmed that the new skateboard and 
BMX Park will be regularly inspected 
to ensure that it is kept safe and tidy. 

A 2.5m high acoustic barrier has 
been added around the skateboard 
park to keep any noise disruption to 
a minimum, and the town council is 
also looking at whether the installa¬ 
tion of additional tennis facilities at 
an alternative site in future would be 
beneficial for Pencoed.

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Pencoed pavilion 
to be refurbished 
and re-opened 


THE pavilion at Pencoed 
recreation ground is set to be 
refurbished, re-opened, and 
taken on by Pencoed Town 
Council. 

Cabinet members from Bridgend 
County Borough Council (BCBC) 
have agreed that the Felindre Road 
pavilion, which has been closed for 
several months, will transfer to the 
town council but will undergo major 
repairs first. 

When the pavilion suffered major 
storm damage in March 2018, the 
changing rooms were closed to sports 
users. The whole of the building was 
then put out of action when asbestos 
was found in the roof. 

The asbestos has since been removed 
and the building completely decon¬ 
taminated, but the pavilion remains 
closed due to other costly repairs being 
required. Now, thanks to an agreement 
between the two authorities, the facil¬ 
ity will be brought back to life with 
the town council taking it on via a 
Community Asset Transfer. 

Similar transfers have seen some 
town councils take on the management 
of several public toilets. BCBC has 
also approved the transfer of Hermon 
Road/Metcalf Street playing fields to 
Caerau FC, while Bryncethin RFC are 
transforming their outdated pavilion 


into a community centre after they 
agreed a 35-year lease to manage the 
pavilion and playing fields in October 
2018. 

Funding set aside by BCBC for 
more Community Asset Transfers will 
be used to carry out the repairs on the 
Pencoed pavilion together with other 
funding that Pencoed Town Council 
has already secured. Once the repairs 
have been completed, the town council 
will manage the pavilion on an initial 
six year lease with the intention for 
them to be granted a longer term lease 
in the future. 

Cllr Richard Young, BCBC’s cab¬ 
inet member for communities said: 
“The harsh reality of the current finan¬ 
cial situation means that we need to be 
open to some facilities being managed 
differently, so we are very pleased 
to support Pencoed Town Council’s 
interest in taking on the pavilion via a 
Community Asset Transfer. 

“The pavilion has always been very 
well used by a number of sports clubs 
as well as community groups. It’s 
really important to keep buildings 
like this one open as they provide 
so many benefits for local residents, 
and I believe that this arrangement is 
positive for all parties.” 

The pavilion is expected to re-open 
in September 2019.

Bus subsidy cuts set to go 
ahead in Bridgend county 


THE Overview and 
Scrutiny committee 
of Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) has voted 
not to ask the cab¬ 
inet to reconsider a 
decision to remove 
public transport 
subsidies. 

The vote came after 
residents dependent on 
bus services in Bridgend 
county urged the local 
authority to rethink 
a decision to cut its 
subsidies. 

The BCBC cabinet 
voted to remove all 
remaining bus subsidies 
at a meeting in May. 

However, the 

Bridgend Conservative 
group called in the deci¬ 
sion for further scrutiny, 
saying it hadn’t been 
fully thought through. 

During the scrutiny 
meeting on Tuesday, 
June 4, residents told 
councillors how it would 
affect them. 

One said the local bus 
routes were a lifeline for 
the elderly, while many 
young people relied 
on it for college and 
employment. 

A man from 
Pontycymer said he and 
his wife had no means 
of transport other than

the local bus, adding his 
wife had mobility issues 
and they relied on buses 
to get to supermarkets. 

A 71-year-old woman 
from Llangynwyd said 
she used the bus every 
day apart from Sunday, 
and spoke of a 102 -year- 
old who often caught the 
bus to call into town to 
get her hair done and get 
romance books from the 
library. 

Pen-y-Fai ward 

councillor Altaf Hussain 
(Conservative) said 
transport was a basic 
human right and urged 
councillors not to isolate 
an ageing population in 
their homes. 

Meanwhile, Maesteg 
West ward coun¬ 
cillor Ross Thomas 
(Independent) said the 
decision risked discon¬ 
necting communities, 
saying bus services were 
used by residents to get 
to GP surgeries, schools 
and the town centre. 

However, officers 
pointed out that in cases 
where the council had 
removed bus routes 
in the past, operators 
had continued to run 
services. 

BCBC’s chief execu¬ 
tive Mark Shephard said 
the local authority has 
had to save £70m over 
the last nine years and 
needed to save another 
£3 6 m over the next four 
years. 

He also told council¬ 
lors the proposal to cut 
bus subsidies had been 
approved in the medium 


term financial strategy, 
voted through by full 
council in March. 

Cabinet member 
for communities, Cllr 
Richard Young said 
ongoing cuts due to aus¬ 
terity meant the council 
was “looking down the 
barrel of very unpalata¬ 
ble decisions”. 

He said: “We could 
have cut funding to 
libraries or closed the 
bus station but at least 
with this decision we 
have the opportunity to 
engage with bus compa¬ 
nies to try and mitigate 
the effect of the subsidy 
cuts on our citizens.” 

He added: “The truth 
of the matter is that the 
authority can no longer 
sustain such subsidies, 
especially when they are 
paid out to profit-mak¬ 
ing companies. 

“But at this current 
point in time, there are 
only two things that will 
ultimately turn the situa¬ 
tion around - an increase 
in sufficient funding for 
local government, or a 
greater number of peo¬ 
ple opting to use com¬ 
mercial public transport 
which will ensure that 
the services can remain 
profitable to run.” 

During the meeting, 
Labour councillor 
Jane Gebbie criticised 
the call-in by the 
Conservative group, 
calling it a waste of 
time and public funds, 
adding that councillors 
had every opportunity 
to present an alternative 


budget earlier in the 
year. 

Conservative coun¬ 
cillor Lyn Walters 
denied it was “political 
shenanigans” and said 
it was about trying to 
understand the decision 
and explain it to their 
community. 

Independent council¬ 
lor Ken Watts said he 
had backed the call-in 
because he felt the 
decision needed further 
explanation, scrutiny 
and justification, adding 
he now felt comforta¬ 
ble with the cabinet 
decision to cut the bus 
subsidies, having heard 
the arguments. 

Labour councillors 
pointed out that some 
bus companies were 
“benefiting quite sub¬ 
stantially from public 
investment that’s dwin¬ 
dling all the time”. 

Appealing to bus 
operators, Cllr Martyn 
Jones asked bus com¬ 
panies to maintain their 
services, even if it meant 
making a reduced profit 
overall. 

At the end of the 
two-hour meeting, coun¬ 
cillors overwhelmingly 
voted to do nothing and 
the cabinet decision 
to cut all of BCBC’s 
remaining subsidies 
stands. 

BCBC now has to give 
three months’ notice to 
bus operators. It is not 
yet known whether they 
will continue to operate 
the affected routes or 
not. 


Speaking after the 
meeting, Cllr Tom 
Giffard, Leader of the 
Conservative Group on 
BCBC. said: “Bridgend 
Labour councillors 
blamed the UK 
Government for having 
to take these difficult 
decisions, but now that 
the Welsh Government 
has its own tax raising 
and borrowing powers; 
if Bridgend Labour 
councillors feel that 
local government should 
be better funded by 
higher taxes and more 
borrowing; why aren’t 
they calling on Cardiff 
Bay to do it?”

A S I sit at my 
computer 
the emails 
are coming in thick 
and fast and there 
is only one subject: 
the Wild Animals 
in Circuses Bill. 

The emails ask me to 
either vote for or against 
the bill. I will be doing 
neither. Does that mean I 
am abstaining or have no 
opinion on the subject? 
No. 

As I have explained 
before, I am one of 
a small number of 
MPs who are part of 
what is known as the 
Chairman’s Panel. We 
are delegated by Mr 
Speaker to chair legisla¬ 
tive and debate sessions 
on his behalf. 

Like Mr Speaker, we 
have strict rules about 
voting when we have 
chaired a session. Over 
two days I chaired the 
Committee Stage of this 
bill. 

The first day was what 
is called the Public Bill 
Session. The members of 
the bill committee, those 
charged with taking the 
bill through the different 
legislatives stages in the 
Commons have a whole 
day of taking evidence 
from people and organ¬ 
isations who will be 
affected by it. 

My first session 
involved animal chari¬ 
ties. RSPCA, PETA and 
Freedom for Animals 
gave evidence and 
were questioned by the 
members. In the after¬ 
noon session, chaired 


by another member, 
evidence was given by 
circus owners. 

The second session 
I chaired the next day 
involved discussions and 
votes on amendments to 
the bill. These sessions 
examine a bill line 
by line and word by 
word and raise changes 
which are thought to be 
helpful in improving the 
legislation. 

Sometimes the amend¬ 
ments do not go to a 
vote, as the Government 
Minister indicates a 
willingness to look at the 
idea and bring it back to 
the committee either at 
Third Reading or in the 
Lords. 

If you would like 
to read more about 
these sessions you 
can find them at bit. 
ly/2ZgORzG or just use 
a search engine of your 
choice and it will all be 
available. 

Having explained all 
of that can I now tell you 
how I would have voted 
if I had been able to do 
so? No. Again, there are 
strict rules about this. 

Having chaired the 
sessions, I must not 
give an opinion on the 
bill. Given the number 
of emails in the inbox I 
will need to explain all 


of this to many people in 
Bridgend confused not 
to see my name in the 
voting register. 

I hope this article 
will also explain how 
complex the procedures 
are which guide our 
actions here. 

A Guide to the Law, 
Privileges, Proceedings 
and Usages of 
Parliament written by 
Erskin May, 1st Baron 
of Famborough and 
Clerk to the House of 
Commons who died in 
1886, sets out the rules 
by which we operate in 
Westminster. 

This almost 500-page 
volume is the large 
green book you see on 
the table in front of the 
clerks sitting in front of 
Mr Speaker. It codifies 
the rules that guide our 
actions, it’s a living 
thing; as Parliament 
changes its rules the 
book is updated. 

A recent new entry 
deals with EVEL; 
English Votes for 
English Legislation. 

This sets the process 
following devolution for 
decisions which will be 
applied only in England. 

Now it’s time to get 
back to the emails...

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Another tranquil day in 
Bridgend Town Council as 
independents are accused 
over ‘town twinning jolly’ 


POLITICAL parties in 
Bridgend Town Council 
have clashed over a deci¬ 
sion to pay travel costs for 
the deputy mayor and his 
consort to attend a special 
twinning celebration in 
France. 

The event in Bordeaux is the 
25th anniversary of the twinning 
association between Bridgend and 
the town of Villenave d’Omon. 

At a finance committee on June 
10 , councillors approved funding 
for accommodation and flights for 
Bridgend Town Council’s mayor, 
Cllr Alan Wathan and his consort, 
and the council clerk - understood 
to be a total of around £1,300. 

They also approved £322 costs 
for the deputy mayor Cllr Steven 
Bletsoe and his consort, Cllr Freya 
Bletsoe, who is also a town coun¬ 
cillor, to travel by car. 

Conservative town councillor 
Matthew Voisey said it was 
“totally inappropriate” to pay for 
the deputy mayor and his consort 
to attend. 

He said: “The public will see 
it as a taxpayer-funded jolly. As 
Conservative members we disap¬ 
prove of the public expense for an 
unnecessary person to go. 

“We feel the mayor, his consort 
and the clerk were enough, but 
the Change for Bridgend group 


felt the deputy mayor should go 
as well. 

“The sum is irrelevant - it’s the 
principle. The public will see it 
as public funds being used for an 
overseas trip. It is excessive and 
wasteful. We don’t see the benefit 
of the deputy mayor going.” 

The recent finance committee 
meeting was not the first time the 
issue of the trip to France had been 
discussed and voted on. A previ¬ 
ous finance committee approved 
both travel and hotel costs for the 
mayor, deputy mayor and their 
consorts. 

The decision needed to be 
retaken when an issue was raised 
over the validity of the mayor and 
deputy mayor election and this 
meant that both Cllr Wathan and 
Cllr Bletsoe had their roles taken 
away, having been appointed just 
days earlier. 

While they were once again 
made the mayor and deputy mayor 
in an extraordinary meeting, deci¬ 
sions made in the interim period 
were questioned. 

When councillors at full council 
refused to ratify the minutes for 
the committee which involved the 
trip, a new meeting had to take 
place. 

Three Conservative councillors 
sit on the finance committee but 
Cllr Voisey said two had been 
unable to attend, including 


himself, because it was called at 
“very short notice”. 

He said: “Cllr Lyn Walters and 
I both put in a statement saying 
we disagreed with it but we were 
overruled.” 

The town council clerk con¬ 
firmed the council would pay for 
flights and hotels for the mayor, 
mayor’s consort and town clerk 
to attend the town twinning 25th 
anniversary event. 

She said: “The committee has 
also agreed that the deputy mayor 
and deputy mayor’s consort attend 
the town twinning 25th anniver¬ 
sary event as official representa¬ 
tives and that the cost of travelling 
by car is paid for by Bridgend 
Town Council at a cost of £322. 

“Accommodation costs for the 
deputy mayor and deputy mayor’s 
consort will not be reimbursed.” 

She added: “If the deputy mayor 
and his consort attend by car, two 
additional councillors could attend 
and travel in the car and will be 
asked to contribute to the cost of 
travel. Those councillors attending 
would need to cover the cost of 
accommodation themselves.” 

The anniversary event will take 
place in early September.

tered material that they 
found here was plastic 
too. National Refill 
Day is about getting 
everyone to say ‘no’ to 
single-use plastics and 
instead take a refillable 
bottle with them. 

“I would encourage 
cafes, bars, restaurants 
and other local busi¬ 
nesses to sign up so that 
passers-by know that 
they are welcome to 
fill up their bottles with 
free tap water.

various platforms over 
the last few years saying 
our hardworking industry 
would not be sold down 
the river in an 11th hour 
trade agreement.

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AMs ask: ‘Can compulsory purchase 
orders spark more local regeneration?’ 


A WELSH Assembly committee believes 
there are positive ways local authorities 
could use compulsory purchase orders 
(CPOs) to help regenerate towns. 

CPOs often have a negative connotation because 
they give governmental bodies the right to legally 
obtain sites without the consent of the owner. The 
National Assembly’s economy, infrastructure and 
skills committee is calling on the Welsh Government 
to encourage local councils to use them to regenerate 
towns. 

The committee says communities can be improved

if local authorities are given the chance to buy 
derelict buildings or land. It thinks forcing someone 
to give up their land should not be taken lightly, 
but there are positive reasons why councils should 
consider obtaining orders. 

The committee is recommending that the Welsh 
Government provides clear guidance and support on 
using CPOs and the benefits of using them. 

Where there are disputes, the committee recom¬ 
mends the Welsh Government should encourage the 
parties to take part in ‘dispute resolution’ to avoid 
costly legal action. 

The committee chair Russell George AM 
explained: “We all want to see our town centres 
thrive and for people to choose to cycle and walk 
wherever possible. 

“When used effectively, compulsory purchase 
orders can have a real impact in helping councils to 
achieve this. However, we know that at the moment 
local councils rarely use them due to potentially 
lengthy and costly legal wrangling. 

“Our committee has looked at the process for using 


CPOs and we believe that the Welsh Government 
can make it easier and more efficient...” 

Plaid Cymru councillor Ian Johnson, who repre¬ 
sents Barry town centre, said it was in everyone’s 
interests that long-term derelict buildings served a 
useful purpose once more. 

“The Vale Council should use whatever powers 
possible to improve our town centres to make them 
vibrant and viable places. It isn’t good enough to 
shrug shoulders and say that it is the landlord’s 
responsibility or that there’s nothing that can be 
done. 

“With regards to Barry town centre in particular, 
I’ve asked Vale Council officers to make a list of 
long-term vacant buildings and find out why they 
aren’t being used. If a shop or building isn’t being 
used, then I want to know why, and what can be 
done to bring it back into use.” 

A Vale Council spokesman said it preferred 
to operate without resorting to CPOs: “The Vale 
Council is aware of the powers available with 
regard to compulsory purchase orders under various 


legislation, including both planning and Highways 
Acts; however, it is important to note that the 
process is both time consuming and complicated. 

“In recent years, the council has worked with part¬ 
ners and local developers to deliver key award-win¬ 
ning regeneration projects like the Pump House 
without the need to resort to compulsory purchase 
powers and while they remain in the regeneration 
armoury, it can be quicker and more effective to try 
and work with landowners to achieve meaningful 
outcomes.” 

The spokesman added: “However, the option of 
CPOs always remains available and can be appro¬ 
priate in larger or more complicated regeneration 
projects.”

June 5 and 6. 

Kay, who attended 
it, said: “One of the 
groups I belong to - 
Back to 60 Campaign 
- brought a court case 
against the government 
and I spent two days 
in London supporting 
them.

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Dark Phoenix sees X-Men bow out on a whimper... 


A fter The 
Last Stand 
had threat¬ 
ened to derail the 
X-Men franchise 
for good, Matthew 
Vaughn’s origin 
story, X-Men: First 
Class, soon got it 
back on track. 

Since then we’ve 
had the superb Days of 
Future Past and the not- 
so-superb Apocalypse, 
but, with 20th Century 
Fox being bought by 
Disney (owners of 
Marvel Studios), the 
latest X-film is likely 
to be the last in this 
iteration. 

Entitled Dark 
Phoenix, it sees Jean 
Grey (Sophie Turner) 
starting to develop 
powers she struggles 
to control. Seeking 
advice from both 
Charles Xavier (James 
McAvoy) and an exiled 
Magneto (Michael 
Fassbender), Jean 
doesn’t know which 
way to turn. 

But a stranger, played 
by Jessica Chastain, 
may have the answers 


she seeks - but at what 
cost to Jean and the rest 
of the X-Men? 

Hollywood has never 
been one for timing. 

The purchase of 20th 
Century Fox by Disney 
(and, more crucially 
for film fans, the likely 
amalgamation of Fox’s 
Marvel characters with 
the Marvel Cinematic 
Universe) was always 
going to be a huge 
dent in Dark Phoenix' 1 s 
ambitions; after all, 
why push a film that 
will probably see all the 
characters recast and 
plunged into new MCU- 
based adventures. 

That’s not to say that 
the film couldn’t have 
delivered a satisfying 
swansong to the Fox-era 
X-Men franchise, but 
given that the series has 
been a case of dimin¬ 
ishing returns since 
Matthew Vaughn’s 
sleek and stylish First 
Class, the auspices 
weren’t good - and so it 
proves. 

Simon Kinberg has 
been involved in the 
franchise since writing 
2006’s The Last Stand, 


the closing chapter of 
the first batch of the 
X-Men films, and one 
that was beset with 
issues, which resulted in 
a rushed, at times daft, 
and rather woolly film 
(albeit one this reviewer 
afforded glowing praise 
upon release). 

Here he attempts a 
‘do-over’ of that film’s 
Dark Phoenix story 
strand, and it’s safe 
to say that if Kinberg 
mishandled the ball 
back in 2006, then 13 
years later he drops it 
completely. 

This is a film that 
sees the series peter out 
with a whimper, a limp 
and ham-fisted film 
that, while not the worst 
you’re likely to see this 
year, is a misfire on 
every single level. 

This is very much 
a labor of love for 
Kinberg; not just does 
he feel the pressure of 
having mishandled the 
Dark Phoenix story in 
The Last Stand, but he’s 
also on writing and pro¬ 
ducing duties, as well as 
this being the first film 
he’s directed. 


The end product 
smacks of a film made 
by someone being 
stretched in every direc¬ 
tion, the script muddy 
and dull (at one point 
Kinberg essentially 
copies a scene from 
The Last Stand) and 
the direction messy 
and devoid of any real 
inspiration. In fact, 
it’s a film that actually 
makes The Last Stand 
wholly bearable, which 
isn’t a recommendation 
in any way. 

The film struggles to 
convey any real weight, 
rushing through plot 
points so that none truly 
resonate emotionally, 
which is a shame as 
there are many parts 
where the emotional 
aspect could have been 
dialled up. Kinberg’s 
lack of experience 
behind the camera 
(and arguably lack of 
deftness behind the 
keyboard) means these 
are undercooked. 

This is a film where 
the more established 
members of the cast 
take a backseat to 
proceedings, so the

likes of James McAvoy, 
Michael Fassbender and 
Jennifer Lawrence are 
put on the backbumer, 
which is a shame as 
while they’re not firing 


on all cylinders, they’re 
far better than the 
younger cast on whose 
shoulders this film rests 
on. 

Sophie Turner’s per¬ 
formance isn’t bad, but 
it’s saddled with soap 
opera melodramatics 
that are party the fault 
of the script, partly the 
performer, while the 
likes of Tye Sheridan, 
Alexandra Shipp and 
Nicholas Hoult don’t 
get much opportunity 
to show their abilities, 
the characters and 
performances struggling 
underneath Kinberg’s 
poor script. 

What’s also baffling 
is why recruit such as 
seasoned and respected 
actress as Jessica 
Chastain, and then 
give her a role that is 


underdeveloped, drip¬ 
ping in basic villainy 
and vastly beneath what 
she is capable of? 

Also, Kinberg’s 
decision to keep her 
villainous identity a 
secret backfires hugely, 
the reveal of who she 
is drawing gigantic 
ambivalence to all but 
the hardiest of Marvel 
fans. 

It seems a shame 
that such a promising 
rebooting of the 
X-franchise in 2011 
has ended up in such a 
disappointing mess of a 
film like Dark Phoenix, 
a film that very much 
feels like all involved, 
consciously or not, 
are going through the 
motions. Arguably 
X-Men’’ s Fox years 
deserved a better send 


off than this - Dark 
Phoenix is nothing more 
than a gigantic letdown. 

VERDICT: Second 
time is not the charm 
for Simon Kinberg, who 
yet again fumbles a key 
comic book storyline in 
Dark Phoenix. A film 
that is dull, lifeless and 
bereft of all but a few 
redeeming features, this 
is a film that puts the 
final nail in the X-Men 
coffin. Hopefully, the 
Marvel Cinematic 
Universe will handle 
these characters better 
in the future. Poor.

Penarth dad runs to 
celebrate beating cancer 


THE grim fore¬ 
casts of the past few 
days were proved 
correct this morn¬ 
ing when Ford of 
Europe announced 
that its Ford 
engine plant, which 
employs 1,700 peo¬ 
ple, would close in 
September 2020. 

It is expected that job 
losses will be phased, so 
some workers may lose 
their jobs earlier. 

In a statement, Ford of 
Europe president Stuart 
Rowley said: “Creating 
a strong and sustainable 
Ford business in Europe 
requires us to make 
some difficult decisions, 
including the need to 
scale our global engine 
manufacturing footprint 
to best serve our future 
vehicle portfolio. 

“We are committed 
to the UK. However, 
changing customer 
demand and cost dis¬ 
advantages, plus an 
absence of additional 
engine models for 
Bridgend going forward 
make the plant econom¬ 
ically unsustainable in 
the years ahead.” 

Ford have been 
producing engines in 
Bridgend for 42 years 

The GMB union 
reacted angrily. 

Regional Organiser 
Jeff Beck said: “We’re 
hugely shocked by 
today’s announcement, 
it’s a real hammer blow 
for the Welsh economy 
and the community in 
Bridgend. 

“Regardless of 
today’s announcement 
GMB will continue to 
work with Ford, our sis¬ 
ter unions and the Welsh 
Government to find a 


solution to the issue and 
mitigate the effects of 
this devastating news. 

“What makes it worse 
is Donald Trump is in 
this country talking 
about a possible trade 
deal between the UK 
and the US - yet when 
the plant closes, the 
new line is likely to be 
produced in Mexico by 
an American company. 
“So much for the special 
relationship Mr Trump.” 

Ian Price, CBI Wales 
Director, said: “The 
planned closure of 
Ford’s Bridgend plant 
is a blow to the lives 
of all who work there 
and in its supply chains, 
as well as to the Welsh 
economy. 

“The workers must 
be given every help in 
re-training, upskilling 
and finding new oppor¬ 
tunities. Despite the 
bad news, we welcome 
that Ford recognises its 
obligations and is pro¬ 
posing a plan to ease the 
impact. 

“The Welsh 

Government and 
Westminster must do all 
in its power to sustain 
manufacturing in our 
country, and support 
industries under threat 
from a range of chal¬ 
lenges, from automation 
to a slowing global 
economy.” 

Ogmore MP Chris 
Elmore and Ogmore 
AM Huw Irranca-Davies 
AM said: “This is devas¬ 
tating news for all of 
the workers at the plant, 
their families and the 
wider community. Our 
thoughts are with them 
all at this difficult time. 
This is nothing short of 
a hammer blow for the 
south Wales economy. 

“Alongside the 


workers and trade 
unions, and with support 
of Welsh Government, 
we have consistently 
pressed Ford to bring 
new investment to 
Bridgend. We are seek¬ 
ing urgent discussions 
with Ford to press the 
case again, despite this 
announcement. 

“Along with our 
Bridgend colleagues 
Carwyn Jones AM and 
Madeleine Moon MP, 
and local council leader 
Huw David, we will also 
be speaking urgently to 
the Welsh Government 
to explore any other 
employment and oppor¬ 
tunities for investment 
in Bridgend which could 
provide work for this 
highly skilled and loyal 
workforce. 

“We will do all we 
can to ensure that the 
workers and their 
families - including 
the many who live in 
Ogmore - are supported 
during this difficult 
time. If this news means 
redundancy for workers 
then we must demand 
the best possible terms 
of redundancy from 
Ford because it’s the 
very least that these 
loyal workers deserve.” 

Senior members 
at Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) have described 
the decision to close 
Bridgend Ford as being 
‘the single biggest blow 
to our economy since the 
closure of the pits’. 

However, Cllr Huw 
David, Leader of 
BCBC, has pledged that 
the authority will offer 
workers at the plant its 
full support and that 
action is already being 
taken. 

He said: “Bridgend 


Ford has been our 
biggest single private 
sector employer at the 
heart of the community 
for almost 40 years. We 
are devastated for every¬ 
one affected by this 
decision, and we urge 
Ford to reconsider and 
to work with both Welsh 
Government and the UK 
Government to keep this 
plant open. 

“This is a dreadful 
situation for the staff at 
Ford to be in, and unfor¬ 
tunately it will have a 
knock-on effect on 
many other businesses 
which supply the plant 
with services as well as 
the wider economy, too. 

“Since rumblings 
about the plant’s future 
first emerged in January, 
we have been work¬ 
ing alongside Welsh 
Government colleagues 
to have a specialist 
response team standing 
ready. 

“The team features 
organisations who 
will work together to 
support Ford workers. 
It includes representa¬ 
tives from the council, 
Welsh Government, the 
Department of Work 
and Pensions, Job 
Centre Plus, Business 
Wales, Careers Wales, 
Bridgend College and 
more. 

“This response team 
will be able to work 
in partnership to offer 
a wide range of redun¬ 
dancy support and help 
workers gain access to 
new employment and 
training opportunities. 

“The staff at Ford 
are highly skilled, 
world-class workers, 
and wherever possible, 
we will be encouraging 
other businesses within 
the county borough to 
offer them alternative 
employment. 

“We have a number of 
initiatives in place which 
can support this, such as 
the ReAct fund which 
helps new employers 
meet recruitment and 
training costs, or the 
Employability Bridgend 
Programme which helps 
people to adapt, re-train, 
gain new skills and 
take advantage of fresh 
opportunities.” 


Cllr Richard Young, 
cabinet member for 
communities, added: 
“Make no mistake, this 
is the single biggest 
blow to our economy 
since the closure of the 
pits in the early 1980s. 

“That was the same 
period during which 
Bridgend Ford came to 
prominence, and it has 
played a crucial role in 
the county borough ever 
since. 

“If this closure goes 
ahead, Bridgend county 
borough is going to 
need significant invest¬ 
ment from both the UK 
Government and Welsh 
Government in order to 
offset some of the huge 
impact that this will 
have on the local econ¬ 
omy, the area and the 
community as a whole.” 

Bridgend 
Conservative councillor 
Carolyn Webster has 
called for urgent action 
from First Minister 
Mark Drakeford. 

She said that Ford has 
been deliberating the 
future of this plant long 
before Brexit became an 
issue, yet despite that, 
Ineos has been looking 
at Bridgend as a location 
for its innovative Projekt 
Grenadier. 

Cllr Webster said 
“Welsh Government 
seems to have been 
dragging its feet in 
working with Ineos 
to bring this exciting 
concept to Bridgend in 
time to retain the highly 
skilled jobs we have in 
Bridgend. It’s vital that a 
decision is reached at the 
earliest possible time to 
ensure that a skills drain 
from Bridgend doesn’t 
happen.” 

“After so many years 
of Ford being an excel¬ 
lent local employer, 
providing families with 
high quality jobs, this 
will be a massive blow 
to Bridgend. Coming on 
the back of this week’s 
decision not to invest 
in an M4 relief road, 
Welsh Government 
owes a swift response 
to our community and 
those in the wider Welsh 
economy.” 


A PENARTH dad 
who was diagnosed 
with bowel cancer 
at 36 is backing 
Cancer Research 
UK this Father’s 
Day (June 16). 

Richard Sugarman 
and his son Sam, 13, 
are encouraging boys 
and men to take part 
in the charity’s Race 
for Life event which 
has previously been 
a women-only event. 
Taking place in Bute 
Park in Cardiff on July 
6 and 7, participants 
have the chance sign up 
for the Pretty Muddy 
event on the Saturday, 
including Pretty Muddy 
Kids, or the 5k or 10k 
Race for Life events on 
the Sunday. 

Richard, 47, is pas¬ 
sionate about supporting 
Cancer Research UK as 
it is thanks to research 
he is here today and 
able to spend quality 
time with his son and 
his wife, Sue. He has 
been cancer-free for 
over 10 years. 

“I’m so grateful for 
research,” said Richard. 
“And I appreciate 
Father’s Day a lot more 
after going through can¬ 
cer. Having cancer has 
definitely changed my 
perspective on life.” 

Richard, who owns 
Llandough Ironing 
Company with his wife, 
had been experiencing 
severe stomach pains, 


weight loss and 
eventually blood loss 
when going to the toilet 
before he was diagnosed 
with bowel cancer. 

The father-of-one is 
keen to share his story 
as he wants other people 
with any symptoms to 
push for tests as it took 
him over a year to be 
diagnosed. 

“Because I was 
young at the time, I 
was told my symptoms 
weren’t anything serious 
and were likely to be 
IBS,” said Richard. “I 
had been misdiagnosed 
for a year despite 
having chronic stomach 
pain. 

“I had been back and 
forth to the doctors as 
the pain was so severe. I 
was a supermarket store 
manager at the time and 
I remember being curled 
up on the floor in pain 
once. Then I bled when 
I went to the loo and 
went into A&E. I was 
still there for a couple 
of weeks before I was 
diagnosed. 

“I should not 
have survived - the 
cancer had spread 
to three-quarters of 
my intestine.” When 
Richard was eventually 
told he had bowel 
cancer, he felt a sense 
of relief. 

He said: “My first 
thoughts were, let’s 
get this sorted and start 
with the treatment.” 
Thankfully, Richard 


only needed surgery 
to remove the tumour. 
He later found out he 
had a faulty HNPCC 
gene, also known as 
Lynch syndrome, which 
increases the risk of 
bowel cancer. 

Richard said: “Sam 
is also at risk of having 
this gene, so he will be 
monitored when he’s 
older.” 

Sam, who was only 
two when his dad was 
diagnosed with cancer, 
said: “I’m so grateful 
for the treatment that 
helped save my dad’s 
life and I’m so proud to 
be able to be supporting 
Race for Life alongside 
him. By coming 
together, we can all 
do our bit to help beat 
cancer.” 

Katie Cooze, Cancer 
Research UK’s event 
manager for south 
Wales, said: “Our Race 
for Life events are fun, 
colourful, emotional 
and uplifting. You don’t 
need to be sporty to take 
part.

A ‘lost’ queen is bad 
news for the bees 


THE swarming season is still 
with us, and no doubt several 
more calls to deal with bees 
will come in. 

Here at Fonmon Apiary, I have nine 
colonies and of these, two are showing 
signs of failing - why is this? 

The two failing colonies did swarm, 
and the new queens have both failed 
to rejuvenate their respective hives. 
One instance has been brought about 
by a queen failing to return from her 
mating flight. She may have been 
caught out by a rain shower or perhaps 
she provided a snack for a bird. For 
whatever reason, this eventuality is 
going to cause problems! 

To try and correct the situation, I 
have taken a frame of eggs, larvae 
and sealed brood from one of the fully 
functioning colonies and placed it into 
this queen-less colony in a hope that a 
new queen can be raised from one of 
the eggs, or perhaps one of the larvae; 
time will tell. 

The second problem colony does 
have a queen, but her mating flights 
have not been a success. How do I 


know this? Looking into the hive, all I 
see is drone brood (male bees) in the 
making. 

An unmated queen can, and will, 
lay eggs but every egg she lays will 
become a male bee and as we know, 
it is the ladies of the hive that do 
all that is required to ensure a fully 
functioning colony - so a colony of 
drones is going nowhere. 

This turn of events is not at all 
unusual in the beekeeping world and 
it will perhaps serve to reinforce the 
advice passed on to new beekeepers 
that having just one colony is not a 
good policy to pursue. 

My two swarms occurred at the end 
of April and new queens do require 
time to mature, mate and commence 
laying. 

A wonderful showing of hawthorn 
this year will certainly have been used 
by all pollinators and now the black¬ 
berry bushes are bursting into flower, 
and a good number of bumblebees are 
taking full advantage of this source of 
pollen and nectar.
